(2 (5 ( ) B A protective covenant running 
with the land and enforceable by the 
City or by any aggrieved lot owner in 
the subdivision which shall provide 
that for any lot or tract located within 
the subdivision may be used and occu- 
pied, such user or occupier shall first 
obtain from the Zoning Enforcment Of- 
ficer of the City the improvement loca- 
tion permit required by Chapter 36, the 
issuance of which shall be subject to as 
an additional condition precedent 
thereof, either 

SECTION 4. If any part, parts, section, 
sections, provision, clause or portion of this 
Ordinance shall be adjudged invalid or un- 
constitutional, such invalidity or un- 
stitutionality shall not affect the validity or 
constitutionality of this Ordinance as a 
whole or of any other part, section, clause, 
provision, or portion of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 5. This Ordinance shall be In 
full force and effect from and after its 
passage, approval by the Mayor, and legal 
publication thereof.
